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ARGENTINA TO YIELD 
DEMAND AT HAVANA 
AND END DEADLOCK 


New Instructions Sent to 
Head of Delegation 
by Buenos Aires. 


STEP FOLLOWS PLEA 
OF U. S. AMBASSADOR 


Work of Pan-American Union 
Committee, Meantime, Is 
Slowed Down. 


Buenos Aires, Feb. 10 (A.P.).—It was 
learned tonight on what is considered 
the most reliable authority that Argen- 
tina will not insist on the demand of 
her delegation at the Pan-American 
conference at Havana that the question 
of economic factors be included in the 
preamble of the projected pan-Amer- 
ican Union convention. 

New instructions were dispatched to- 
night to Dr. Pueyrredon, head of’the 
Argentine delegation at Havana, who 
has brought about a deadlock in the 
Pan-American conference by his advo- 
cacy of the removal of tariff barriers 
among the American Republics. 

The action of the foreign office fol- 
lowed upon a series of conversations 
which the American Ambassador, Rob- 
ert W. Bliss, and Foreign Minister Gal- 
lardo had ycsterday. 

No definite official statement has 
been made regarding the instructions, 
which, it is assumed, deal with the 
tariff question and the independence 
and sovereignty of the various American 
countries. 

Hope was expressed by the same 
authority here that solution would be 
reached after an exchange of messages 
between the Argentine foreign office 
and Dr. Pueyrredon. 


Committee Postpones Issue. 


Havana, Feb. 10 (A.P.).—The Pan- 
American Union committee of the Pan- 
American Conference today clung to 
formalities of procedure to postpone 
the hour when it may have to declare 
that its labors have ended in a dead- 
lock, 

Consideration of a subcommittee re- 
port was deferred as a means of hold- 
ing off the deadlock. This report an- 
nounced that it was impossible to 
reach @ unanimous agreement among 
the members regarding the contents of 
the preamble to the newly proposed 
convention to regulate the activities of 
the Pan-American Union. 

In the mean time the committee con- 
sidered the individual articles of the 
convention regarding which the sub- 
committee had obtained accord. The 
delay thus interposed in debate on the

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| FAMED FRIGATE’S LOG 


COMES TO NAVY FILES 


Philadelphia’s Battles With 
Ships of France, in 1800-01, 
Told by Lieut. T. Wilkey. 


The story of a forgotten war with 
France in 1800-01 was recalled by the 
yellowing pages of the log of the his- 
toric frigate, Philadelphia, presented to 
Secretary of the Navy Wilbur yesterday 
by William D. Broadway, of New York 
City. 

The log book, kept by Lieut. Thomas 
Wilkey during the quasi-war with 
France will be a valuable addition to 
the Navy Department’s historical file 
as data on the operations of the Navy 
in those early days which is very 
meager. 

In the period covered by the record 
the Philadlephia was the flagship of 
Capt. Stephen Decatur, sr., who was 
commander of thirteen vessels crulsing 
in West Indian waters to protect Amer- 
ican shipping. 


The book contains daily entries from 
May 28, 1800, until January 25, 1801, 
and records the capture of five vessels 
from the French, together with ac- 
counts of being firec on by, and firng 
on, French port&S in the West Indies. 

The Philadelphia, a frigate of 1,240 
tons, had 36 guns and a crew of 307 
men. It was built at Philadelphia in 
1799, by funds raised by subscriptions 
from the merchants of that city, and 
the log book is a record of its first 
cruise.

Music Lessons, by Radio, 
For City Schools Succeed 


Damrosch and Orchestra at New York Give Test Pro- 
gram Which Officials at Franklin Building Hear. 
Declare Regular System Would Be Advantage.

(Radio Editor of The Post.) 

An entirely new kind of going to 
school was suggested yesterday morn- 
ing in the first country-wide attempt 
made to provide educational music to 
children in the public schc ols during 
school hours by means of the radio. 
The experiment was conducted by Dr. 
Walter Damrosch and the New York 
Symphony Orchestra broadcasting from 
New York City through a large chain of 
National Broadcasting Co. stations, and 
was heard in Washington from station 
WRC by Dr. Frank W. Ballou, superin- 
tendent of schools, and Stephen E. 
Kramer, assistant superintendent of 
schools, and many teachers at the 
Franklin School, where a special re- 
ceiving set had been installed by the 
Radio Corporation of America. 

E. N. C. Barnes, director of music In 
the Washington public schools, along 
with a number of school music teach- 
ers, listened in on the concert in the 
large broadcasting studio of WRC. It 
is doubtful if many public school pupils 
heard the concert, but an elaborate in- 


stallation is planned.for next Friday 
morning, when many of the schools are 
expected to be temporarily provided 
with receiving sets. 

Dr. Damrosch, expressing himself as 
already greatly encouraged, intimated if 
a further favorable response were re- 
ceived that next fall there might be 
more of these concerts. It is his idea 
then to ask the children a list of ques- 
tions so that they may be rated ac- 
cording to their answers. 

The program yesterday was for chil- 
dren between 6 and 14 years old, but 
next week the program will be for high 
school students. 1: might be said that 
the big objective in the undertaking is 
not to bring music into the schools 
for entertainment purposes. Music, it 
so happens, is just the first educa- 
tional thing to be tried out in the 
elementary schools by radio.

Everett, Mass., Ruins Are 
Searched for Other Bodies; 4 
Taken From Toronto Shaft. 


RESCUE WORK BLOCKED 


Everett, Mass., Feb. 10 (A.P.).—With 
a concussion that rocked this city and 
was felt for many miles beyond, a unit 
of ten large stills in the refining plant 
of the Beacon Otl Co. here exploded 
late today, causing heavy loss of life 
Early tonight the known dead num- 
bered ten, but it was believed that 
other bodies lay covered in the red-hot 
ruins of the still section. At least 50 
were injured, many seriously. 


Eight charred bodies had been taken 
to an undertaking establishment, and 


another was later removed from the 
ruins of the wall of one of the stills. 
Vito Raneso, of Everett, one of 30 in- 
jured taken to the Massachusetts Gen- 
eral Hospital, died there of burns. 

The explosion shattered windows for 
a wide area about the plant. The stills 
blew up singly or in pairs. Flames shot 
up to a height of 80 feet above the 100- 
foot structures, and a pall of dense 
smoke hung over the plant, hampering 
the work of rescue. 

About 300 persons were employed in 
the entire plant, of whom 150 were in 
the section chiefly affected by the ex- 
plosion. Most of those killed were at 
work about the stills, but in the ma- 
chine shops nearby four men lost thelr 
lives. When the fire was brought under 
control about two hours after the first

SENATORIAL INQUIRY 
INTO PENNSYLVANIA 
STRIKES IN OFFING 


Two Committees Favor 
Action After Union 
Heads Complain. 


COAL INVESTIGATION 
LIKELY IN 3 STATES 


Indianapolis Street Car Row 
to Be Studied, Say the 
Committeemen. 


(Associated Press.) 
A two-barreled Senate inquiry into 
the Pennsylvania coal strike situation 
was in the offing last night as a result 


of the day’s developments at Capitol 
Hill - 


After a plea by representatives of the 
miners, the Senate interstate commerce 
committee deferred action on the 
Johnson resolution for an incuiry by 
that committee, but Chairman Watson 
said a prima facie case had been made 
out and that the resolution would be 
reported favorably. 

Seven committeemen who considered 
the resolution were ‘inanimous in the 
opinion that the inquiry, which is to 
go also into conditions tin the mining 
districts of Ohio and West Virginia, 
should be conducted by a special com- 
mittee. 

The Pennsylvania situation was 
brought forcibly to the attention of a 
Senate judiciary subcommittee by WiIl- 
lam Green, president of the American 


Federation of Labor, and members in- 
dicated this committee not only would 


seek the facts in that case, but also 
with respect to happenings in the re- 
cent street car strike in Indianapolis, 
as a& result of which some striking 
trainmen went to jail for contempt of 
court. 


Walsh Makes Suggestion. 


Green presented these two specific 
cases to the subcommittee as a part 
of his argument in support of the Ship- 
stead bill to restrict Federal courts In 
the issuance of injunctions in labor 
disputes. The Federation head said he 
was not opposing injunctions designed 
to prevent violence, but did oppose 
their operation to work hardships on 
union workmen. In the Pennsylvania 
case complaint was made about an in- 
junction issued by Federal District 
Judge Schoonmaker, Pittsburgh, while 
in the Indianapolis case the complaint 
was about ar injunction issued by 
Federal Judge Baltzell, of the Indiana 
district, and the sentencing of strikers 
to jail for contempt after it had been 
developed that a detective in the pay 
of the Indianapolis Street Railway Co., 
had become head of the local union and 
had instigated the strike. 

Green said the federation intended 
to ask the Senate to investigate, but 
Senator Walsh (Democrat), Montana, 
suggested that this subject was within 
the jurisdiction of the judiciary com- 
mittee and that it could take up the 
subject.

A committee representing commis- 
sion :nerchants yesterday asked the 
District Commissioners to withdraw 
their conditional recommendation of 
the Southwest site for the market and 
support the Patterson tract instead. 
The Commissioners were engaged in a 
board meeting and did not receive the 
committee, but Maj. W. E. R. Covell, 
Assistant to the Engineer Commission- 
er, who investigated the farmers’ mar- 
ket situation for the Commissioners, 
met the visitors and received from 
them a letter addressed to the Com- 
missioners. 

He was.told that arrangements had 
been completed for purchase by the 
commission men of the Patterson tract; 
that ‘t was large enough to accommo- 
date all the units of a market center, 
and that land could be.bought from 
them by the District for the farmers’ 
market probably cheaper than it could 
be acquired in the Southwest section. 

Cavell Makes Reply. 

Covell told the committee that the 
Commissioners had asked that a tem- 
porary market site be provided only 
becaure they felt, as they stated in 
their report to Congress, that the per- 
manent site should be contiguous to 
whatever center was developed by the 
commission men and that he had no 
doubt the Commissioners, if the com- 
mission men had made final arrange- 
ments would favor placing the farmers’ 
market in their immediate vicinity. 

Following is the text of the letter 
submitted by the commission men 
through thelr committee which con- 
sisted of. J. O. Harrison, J. L. Sherwood, 
jr.

GOURT ASKS CAPT, BASS 
BE DUSTED FROM ARMY 


Convicted at Military Trial of 
Transporting Liquor, He 
Blames Joker. 


VERDICT TO BE APPEALED 


Chicago, Feb. 10 (A.P.).—-A veteran of 
three wars, with 25 years of United 
States Army service, Capt. J. Leland 
Bass, tonight faced dishonorable dis- 
charge after an Army court-martial 
found him guilty of transporting liquor 
in his luggage. 

The verdict ended one of the longest 
Army trials of an individual on record, 
growing out of the discovery of some 
Government liquor among Capt. Bass’ 
effects when he was transferred from 
the Sixth Corps Area headquarters here 
te Selfridge Field, Mich. The captain 
pleaded that the liquor had been placed 
there by some one else and said he 
knew nothing of its presence until no- 
tified by Federal authorities. 

Counsel for the captain immediately 
gave notice of an appeal to the Army 
judge advocate, who has the right to 
uphold or reverse the court-martial. 

Capt. Bass stood at attention as the 
verdict was read, then executed an 
about face and marched from the court 
without displaying emotion. 

The conviction was on four of the 
ten count? against him, under an in- 
dictment charging violation of the 
ninety-fifth article of war, conduct un- 
becoming an officer. « United States 
district attorney was present during 
most of the trial, which gave life to 
the reports that the captain might now 
be tried for violation of the liquor laws. 

Capt. Bass gained recognition for his 
part in the World War, and won the 
sobriquet of “Admiral of the Rhine” 
for his work in charge of boat trans- 
rortation in Germany after the war. 

A host of prominent man and busi- 
ness leaders testified in his behalf, up- 
holding his « ‘acter and his services 
as @& soldier. He asserted the liquor 
had been placed in his luggage as a 
joke. 

Before the sentence ordering his dis- 
‘| missal from the service ‘'s executed it 
will be reviewed by the Sixth Corps 
area judge advocate, the advocate gen- 
eral at Washington, and the President 
for approval or reversal. 


BILL PLANS SATURDAY 
HALF HOLIDAY HERE 


Laborers, Helpers, Skilled and 
Semiskilled Workmen and 
Mechanics Named. 


Five classes of employes of the Fed- 
eral Government would be granted a 
half-day holiday on Saturdays through- 
out the year, under the terms of a bill 
introduced in the Senate yesterday by 
Senator Jones, of Washington. 

The five classes are laborers, helpers, 
skilled and semiskilled workmen and 
mechanics. They would be given the 
half-day holiday whether they were 
employed on the hourly, per diem, per 
annum, piecework or other basis. 

The bill specifically excludes em- 
ployes of the Postal Service or the 
Government Printing Office. Senator 
Shipstead (Farmer-Labor), Minnesota, 
has already introduced a bill to give 
employes of the Government Printing 
Office a half-day on Saturdays through- 
out the year. 

In the House, Representative Hud- 


son, of Michigan, introduced a bill to 
increase the pay of the Capitol police, 
including those stationed in the House 
Office Buildirs and the Senate Office 
Building. 

Under the terms of the bill*the new 
sal scale would be as follows: Cap- 
tain, $2,300; lieutenants, $1,900; ser- 
geants, $1,700; privates, $1,520.

By a vote of 56 to 26 the Senate yes- 
terday adopted the LaFollette resolution 
giving it as the sense of that body that 
Presidents should retire from office 
“after their second term.” It did it, 
after Senator LaFollette had agreed to 
the withdrawal of the Gfause com- 
mending President Coolidge for observ- 
ing the tradition because the President 
had been so represented by his friends 
in the Senate that the commendation 
was not deserved. 

Senator LaFollette had shown by a 
previous vote of 52 to 27 that he could 
pass the resolution in its original form 
but when Senator Fess, of Ohio, fight- 
ing the measure to the last ditch, of- 
fered an amendment to strike out the 
commendatory clause the Wisconsin 
senator immediately agreed over the 
protest of others, that the commenda- 
tion was out of place. He had accepted 
the President’s “choose” and supple- 
mental statement as being conclusive, 
he said, insisting that with thi under- 
standing he sincerely inserted the com- 
mendatory clause. But he had been 
enlightened by the remarks of the 
President’s friends in the Senate, he 
declared. 

It was all too much for the gray- 
haired Senator Norris, of Nebraska, at 
this juncture, and he took ‘occasion 
solemnly to warn “these New England 
radicals who want us to insult, at least 
not to commend the President.” 


Fess Fights to wast Ditch, 


Punishment is likely to be meted out 
to them as it is meted out to all ir- 
regulars, he chided, and the first thing 
they know they will “find themselves 
drafted into the marines and used to 
guarantee fair elections in Philadel- 
phia.” The senator insisted that he 
was speaking as a long-time friend of 
the President. 

Senator Fess was making a last- 
ditch stand to make the resolution in- 
applicable, in so far as possible, to 
President Coolidge. Encouraged by the 
removal of this direct reference to him 
the senator next sought to make the 
resolution read that Presidents should 
retire after “two elective” terms. This 
would have let down the bars for Mr. 
Coolidge. The amendment was voted 
down, 73 to 5, only the Ohio senator 
and Senators Bingham, of Connecticut; 
McLean, of Connecticut; Waterman, of 
Colorado, and Willis, of Ohio, support- 
ing it. The Ohio senator’s intention 
here was so apparent that it was too 
much for the most regular of adminis- 
tration senators. 


Willis Opposes Measure. 


Senator Willis, a presidential candi- 
date, voted against the measure all the 
way through. The Democrats, especial- 
ly Senator Pat Harrison, of Mississippi, 
previously had commiserated with him 
and Senators Curtis, of Kansas, and 
Watson, of Indiana, the Senate’s other 
two candidates, asking if something 
could not be done to relieve them from 
voting. With the exception of the one 
motion to make the resolution apply 
to “elective” terms, Senator Watson 
voted right along with the Old Guard. 
Senator Curtis voted with it on the 
first vote—Senator Bingham’s motion 
to refer the measure to the judiciary 
committee. On the final vote he sup- 
ported the resolution. 

Eighteen Republicans and one 
Farmer-Laborite joined with 37 Demo- 
crats on the final vote in favor of the 
resolution, and in the Republican group — 
were such regulars as Curtis and Cap- 
per, of Kansas; Gillett, of Massachu- 
setts, and Sackett, of Kentucky. Four 
Democrats, including Senator Walsh, 
of Massachusetts, voted, on the other 
hand, with 22 Republicans in opposing 
it. Besides Senator Walsh, seven of 
the other opposition votes were from 
New England.

“Rockefell ler Arrives 
To Be Teapot Oil Witness 


Millionaire Will Appear Before Senate Committee To- 
day—Faces Quiz on Questions Col. Stewart Refused 
to Answer—Canadian Also Called. 


(Associated Press.) 

John D. Rockefeller, jr., commanding 
figure in the Standard Oil interests, 
arrived here last night from New York 
in response to a subpena for his ap- 
pearance today before the Senate Tea- 
pot Dome committee, which is seeking 
to unravel the mystery of what became 
of profits of the Continental Trading 
Co. of Canada. Mr. Rockefeller de- 
clined to make any sta ent, saying 
with a smile that he would do that “at 
10 o’clock in the morning,” which is 
the hour he is to take the stand before 
the Senate committee. 

A subpena for Mr. Rockefeller was 
issued after Col. Robert W. Stewart, 
head of the Standard Oil Co. of In- 
diana, had failed to heed Mr. Rocke- 
feller’s admonition to answer all ques- 
tions put to him regarding transactions 
of the Continental Co. 

The Senate investigators intend to 
ask Mr. Rockefeller what Stewart has 
told him, but in his telegram to Senator 
Waish, of Montana, prosecutor of the 
investigation, accepting service of @& 
telegraphic subpena, Mr. Rockefeller 
said he could furnish no more informa- 
tion than the committee already had 
obtained. 

By a coincidence the head of the 
Rockefeller Foundation was assigned 
to the same hotel suite that Stewart 
occupied a week ago iast night under 
guard of a deputy sergeant at arms 
after a Senate warrant for Stewart's 
arrest had been served upon him. 

After Stewart had obtained release 
from Senate arrest on a writ of habeas 
corpus issued by Justice Bailey, of the 
District of Columbia Supreme Court, 
he went to New York to confer with 
Rockefeller Monday. 

It was after this conference that the 
recognized head of the Standard Oil 
interests telegraphed Senator Walsh 
that he had expressed his regret to 
Stewart that the latter had not 
answered all the questions put to him 
by the committee. 

After the hearing on Stewart’s writ 
of habeas corpus, final decision on 
which was taken under advisement by 
Justice Batley last Tuesday, Stewart 
went to Chicago and conferred with 


his board of directors. While before 
the Senate committee Stewart said his 
directors, could have his resignation if 
they were dissatisfied with his actions 
in the Continental transactions but 
of which he insisted he himself never 
made.a dollar. 

Besides Mr. Rockefeller, witnesses 
summoned to appear ‘efore the com- 
mittee today are A. W. Rice, manager 
of the New York branch of the Domin- 
fon Bank of Canada in which the Con- 
tinental and its president, H. S. Osler, 
jr., of Toronto, had their accounts, and 
Cc. 8S. Howard, now of Toontro, but 
formerly connected with the Dominion 
Bank’s New York agency. 

The committee was advised yesterday 
that another of those it hoped would 
be able to throw some light on the 
Continental Liberty bond transactions 
is now absent from the country. He Is 
Wayne O'Neil, son of James E, O'Neil, 
former president of the Prairie Oil & 
Gas Co., who is living abroad and who 
is wanted as a witness in the Fall-Sin- 
clair oll conspiracy trial. 

United States Marshal Jesse D. Moore 
at Brooklyn telegraphed the Senate 
sergeant at arms that he had been un- 
able to locate young O’Neil at Garden 
City, Long Island, where he formerly 
lived, and had been told by the postal 
authorities that he sailed for Italy on 
September 9, 1927, and that his mali 
is now being forwarded to him at Villa 
San Patrivio, Bordrigata. 


Chairman Nye, of the committee, dis- 
closed yesterday that a checking up 
showed that the $800,000 in Liberty 
bonds which young O'Neil turned over 
to the Prairie Oil & Gas Co. in 1925. 
after the Continental transaction first 
came to light, were not bonds of the 
series bought with the profits the 
Canadian’ corporation made by pur- 
chasing and reselling oll in this coun- 
try. 

This was regarded as indicating that 
the original bonds representing O’Netl’s 
share in the profits of the sale of oll to 
his own company had been disposed 
of by that oil official before he made a 
special trip from Paris to Montreal to

He was permitted to 
lio in Emergency Hospital for four hours 
without identification, although his 
pockets bulged with papers bearing his 
name, including an identification card. 
No friend or relative was notified of 
the accident until after noon, although 
he was struck around 8 a, m. 

These allegations were made in a 
letter recelved yesterday by Commis- 
sioner Proctor L. Dougherty from Sen- 
ator David I. Walsh, of Massachusetts, 
who charged that either the police or 
the personnel of Emergency Hospital 
were guilty of callous disregard to the 
survivors of the dead scientist. 

Dougherty referred the letter to Act- 
ing Superintendent of Police H. G. Pratt 
for investigation. Pratt said that he 
had not yet checked up on the facts. 

“If the facts reported to me are cor- 
rect,” said Senator Walsh in his letter, 
“some of the authorities of the District 
should be awakened to a realization of 
the unnecessary grief and anxiety that 
indifference to the rights of the pub- 
lic often causes. It seems to me it 
was not only neglect of duty but 
downright cruelty not to have made a 
real effort to locate Prof. Bassett’s 
friends here in Washington or notify 
his wife at Northampton. 

“All the facts seem to disclose a con- 
dition of extraordinary indifference to 
the rights of the public, for in addl- 
tion to taking care of the injured 
nothing should be left undone to 
promptly and speedily communicate 
with relatives and friends. 

“The widow of Prof. Bassett has 
written me realizing that little can be 
done to correct the experience through 
which she has passed, but I consider 
it a duty to file protest and to urge 
that an effort be made to prevent re- 
currence of such apparent carelessness 
and indifference. 

“It may be possible that this com- 
plaint should be directed to the hos- 
pital where Prof. Bassett was taken 
for treatment after the accident but 
I respectifully suggest that the police 
ought to be instructed not to take 
patients to hospitals guilty of such 
negligence.”

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ARREST ON CHARGE 
OF CHINESE FRAUD 


Washington Writer Accused 
of Obtaining $7,000 in Gold 
From Shanghai Merchants. 


ACTION WAITS LANDING 
FROM SHIP IN CANADA 


Col. Henry Davis, of Marines, 
Complainant in Case of 
Draft, Reported Raised. 


Charged with defrauding Shanghal 
merchants of approximately $7,000 in 
gold, William Preston Gibson, well- 
known playwright of this city, faces ar- 
rest upon his arrival at Vancouver, 
British Columbia, aboard the liner 
Empress of Asia, tomorrow, according 
to Associated Press dispatches received 
here last night. 

State Department officials were noti- 
fied yesterday that Gibson had been 
formally charged with fraud in the 
American court at Shanghal. The de- 
partment was asked to effect his arrest 
upon his arrival in Vancouver with his 
wife, the dispatch stated. Gibson went 
to Shanghai several months ago for 
the announced purpose of writing a 
book. 

A few days ago Gibson left China, 
but not before he is alleged to have 
obtained the indorsement of Col. Henry 
Davis, in command of United States 
marines at Shanghai, on a draft drawn 
on Mrs. L. M. White, of this city, care 
of the Riggs National Bank. 


Draft on Mrs. White. 


Col. Davis, according to the dispatch, 
was under the impression the draft was 
for $200 gold, but when it was presented 
at the American Oriental Bank of 
Shangha! it was found to be for 63,200. 
The bank is said to have paid the 
sum, only to have the draft protested. 
Col. Davis is now in a hospital at 
Manila. 

Mrs. White is the widow of the late 
United States Supreme Court justice, 
Edward D. White, and is Gibson’s aunt 
Gibson himself is the son of the late 
Senator Gibson, of Louisiana. He served 
with distinction in the British am- 
bulance corps and the marines during 
the war. His present wife represents 
® fourth marriage. The dispatch states 
he is charged with passing a number 
of worthless checks on Shanghai busi- 
ness firms and hotels. 


Return to China Probable. 


While the State Department last 
night adhered to its policy of refusing 
to discuss extradition proceedings, it 
was learned that this Government wil! 
not interpose any strenuous objections 
to Gibson's return to China. 

The course which will probably be 
pursued in the case will be to take the 
matter up with the Attorney General 
and wire the American consul at Vic- 
toria, who will take the necessary steps 
to insure his arrest by the local au- 
thorities. These authorities would hold 
Gibson until extradition papers had 
been made out so that he might be re- 
turned to Shanghal. 

Gibson was born here in 1879. He at- 
tended private echools here and at the 
age of 15 went to New York. He at- 
tended Fordham College, later going to 
Yale, where he became widely known as 
an athlete and a student. After leaving 
Yale Gibson gained fame.as a playwriter 
and entered the newspaper profession, 
working here and tn Chicago. 

Gibson's matrimonial adventures 
were many and varied, his first wife 
having been Miss Mina Field, daughter 
of Henry Field, the brother of the late 
Marshall Field, of Chicago. He eloped 
with Miss Field in 1900, and shortly 
afterward she obtained a divorce. 

Gibson was married for the second 
time here and took as his bride Grace 
McMillan Jarvis, granddaughter of the 
late Senator McMillan, of Michigan 
He was again divorced, and in 1917 he 
married Mrs. Alexander Dallas Bache 
Pratt, eloping to Greenwich, Conn., for 
the ceremony. This marriage ended in 
divorce in Paris in 1922.

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Backs 18th Amendment and 
Volstead Law, Declaring He 
Would Enforce Both. 


CHAOS SEEN BY HIM 
IN N. Y, REFERENDUM 


Says Success of Move Would 
Bring Attacks on Every Fed- 
eral Act States Dislike. 


Promptly replying to the prohibition 
questionnaire of Senator Borah, Sena- 
tor Willis, of Ohio, yesterday sent a 
letter to the Idaho senator in which he 
took the position of a bone dry prohi- 
bitionist. Senator Willis, who is one 
of the most pronounced drys in the 
upper house, declared in favor of in- 
corporating in the next Republican 
platform a plank referring specifically 
to the eighteenth amendment and 
pledging candidate and party to vigor- 
ous enforcement of the amendment 
and the laws enacted to carry it into 
effect. He likewise declared that if 
nominated and elected he would put 
forth every effort for effective enforce- 
ment. 

Senator Willis refers in his letter to 
the New York referendum, which 1s 
proposed, and says he opposes the prin- 
ciple embodied in this referendum. 

The Senator declares that the eight- 
eenth amendment is a part of the 
Constitution, and that it was made so 
by “the largest vote ever given an 
amendment made to that document.” 
He says “I would, if nominated and 
elected put forth every effort to 6ee 
to it that the elghteenth amendment is 
observed, obeyed and respected and the 
laws enacted thereunder enforced.” 


Opposes Amendment’s Repeal. 


Senator Willis emphatically declares 
against any legislation which would 
enable the State to determine for it- 
self the alcoholic content of beverages 
to be manufactured, Speaking of the 
proposed New York referendum on 
this subject he asserts that “if this 
principle is to be adopted as a part of 
our governmental system -there is an 
end to the sovereignty of the United 
States Government and the supremacy 
of the Constitution.&é 

In conclusion Senator Willis says “I 
do not favor the repeal of the Volstead 
act nor do I favor the repeal of the 
eighteenth amendment. I believe the 
eighteenth amendment Is here to stay 
and that citizens and officials would 
better put in their time considering 
how they may observe the law of thetr 
country and respect its constitution, 
rather than to give their efforts to 
plans whereby the law may be evaded 
and the Constitution broken down.”

Nicholas Orem, Jr., of Hyattsville, Md., Refuses to Join 
Father in Action to Prosecute—Gov. Byrd Orders 
an Investigation—Pounded on Abdomen.

The identity of upper classmen at the 
Virginia Military Institute, at Lexing- 
ton, Va., whose hazing of first year 


cadets last fall is said to have resulted 
in the serious injury internally of 
Nicholas Orem, jr., 17 years old, of 
Hyattsville, Md., may never be known. 

Orem, a son ‘f the superintendent of 
schoo:s of Prince Georges County, Md., 
at whose instance an investigation of 
the military institute has been ordered 
by Gov. Harry Byrd, of Virginia, said 
yesterday he would never reveal the 
identity of upper classmen who hazed 
him over a period of two months last 
fall. “‘My lips are sealed,” Orem de- 
clared. 

The boy’s father was summoned to 
Lexington by school authorities in No- 
vember and found his gon in such a 
condition that he brought him home 
for hospital treatment. At Garfield 
Hospital physicians said the boy was 
suffering from internal injuries that 
would take a long time to heal, i” ever 
they did. 

Forced to stand against a wall in the 
room of upper classmen in September, 
shortly after he had entered the insti- 
tute, Orem said he was pounded on the 
abdomen by several of the upper class- 
men when he failed to explain why a 
little message had been written on the 
back of one of the seats. Several other 
freshmen were questioned on this oc- 


casion, Orem asserted, but they were 
dismissed without being struck. 

On other occasions Orem said he was 
forced to “push rifle.” 

“Whenever we made a mistake in 
drill, when our shoes were not shined 
or when we committed some other 
minor mistake, real or imaginary, I 
was subjected to hazing by the upper 
classmen,” Orem stated. 

“They accused me of being rebellious, 
and I knew they would make it hot 
for me as long as I stayed at the in- 
stitute,” Orem sald. 

Although he feels no aches or pains, 
Orem said he is nervous and weak as 
@ result of the hazing. 

“I must be kept on a diet and must 
stay in bed eighteen hours a day,” 
Orem sald. 

Although he attributes his present 
condition to the hazing he was sub- 
jected to while at the military insti- 
tute, Orem said he holds no malice to- 
ward any of the students there. His 
father, however, said he would tring 
criminal action against the boys who 
hazed his son if he ever obtains their 
names, 

The boy’s father blames Brig. Gen. 
William H. Cocke for his son's condi- 
tion. Last October striking students 
at the institute made an effort to se- 
cure the general’s dismissal, but the 
authorities at the school refused to 
comply with their request.

BILL FOR SHENANDOAH 
PARK PASSES HOUSE 


Measure, Already Approved 
by Senate, Reduces Area 
to 327,000 Acres. 


The House yesterday passed the 
Swanson - Harrison bill, previously 
passed by the Senate, reducing the area 
of the Shenandoah National Park from 
416,000 acres to 327,000 acres. 

When the park was proposed the area 
designated was 416,000 acres. It was 
discovered, however, that this included 
valuable orchard and farm lands. Rather 
than pay the price asked for these lands 
Virginia requested that they be elimin- 
ated from the designated area. This the 
Swanson-Harrison bill accomplishes, 

The bill authorizes the Secretary of 
the Interior to lease land within the 
park for two years, providing that the 
lessees are educational or religious in- 
stitutions already occupying the land, 
or are persons who claim to have an in- 
terest in the title to the land before 
the establishment of the park.

YOURSELF. 


VERYWHERE we turn today we are 
E advised to buy and b beautiful! 

There are beauty preparations for 
every person and cosmetics for 
every type of person, and the majority 
of the well-known ones are excellent. 
But what we should make it our busi- 
ness to know !s—which of these prep- 
arations will be the best for ur own 
particular need! Unless we make a 
study of our own requirements, we may 
go very badly astray and weste time 
and money without benefit. 

For example, a cleanser with an oll 
base may be «n excellent preparation 
for an average or for a dry skin, but 
the very oily skin usually requires a 
preparation with astringent properties. 
Whereas, a clear refreshing liquid that 
is a perfect cleanser for the average 
or for the olly skin may be too strin- 
gent for an already dry skin. An emol- 
lient cream that is used at night is 
quite adequate for softening and feed- 
ing the tissues of an ordinary skin, 
but the skin that is afflicted with en- 
larged pores would be infinitely bene- 
fitted by a pore cream that 1s especi- 
ally designed to refine the pores. These 
facts may sound self-evident as we read 
them, but they aren’t sufficiently so 
to keep us from erring at some time 
or another. 

The theory of individual require- 
ments carries over into the realm of 
cosmetics as well, where it is chiefly 
concerned with color. A rouge may be 
designed to “give the blush of youth,” 
but if it gives it in the wrong shade for 
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your coloring, it will never look genu- 
inely youthful. If you are a brunette, 
it is an error to appropriate one of the 
delicate fiesh or pink shades that be- 
long to a blonde. If you are a blonde 
it is a mistake to invade the color 
realms of the brunette, the dusky red 
and the vivid orange tones. And, 
you have in-between coloring, it is al- 
ways best to stay safely in between, 
and not to attempt to vary your color- 
ing by some striking shades of ‘ouge. 
You may succeed in varying it, to be 
sure, but in such an obvious and artifi- 
cial way that you won't like the effect 
after you have achieved It. 
Complementing your own coloring ts 
not the only phase to be considered in 
choosing cosmetics, it is equally im- 
portant that they should complement 
each otheri We have all seen women 


seemingly natural glow in their cheeks, 
only to spoil their effects by a streak 
of brilliant carmine or a line of vivid 
orange lipstick that has no relation to 
the rest of the make-up. If you do 
not use rouge on your cheeks (and 
many smart women, today, are satis- 
fied with what natural color they pos- 
sess or even with a lack of it), you have 
more latitude in the color of your lip 
rouge. But, when there is rouge on 
the cheeks, it is essential that it har- 
monizes with that on the lips. And 
that, of course, 1s Just another way of 
saying that the successful make-up al- 
ways looks as natural as possible.

OBSCENITY BY RADIO, 

The difficulties attending regulation of the 
radio industry are illustrated by the public 
protest that has arisen against the broadcast- 
ing of a filthy lecture on ‘“‘companionate 
marriage’ by an Englishwoman. The blunder 
of the radio managers in permitting the dis- 
tribution of this stuff into American homes 
is an indication that the radio’ broadcasting 
business is in for the bitter experience that 
taught the motion picture industry such a 
wholesome lesson. The American public will 
not stand for obscenity sugar-coated with 
false pretense of ‘‘frankness” and “‘courageous 
discussion of pressing problems.” When 
decadent foreign purveyors of filth are given 
opportunity to misuse the radio the broad- 
casting companies responsible for this poison- 
ing of the air will discover that there js a 
censorship power in public opinion that is more 
effective than law. 

No one favors a censorship of law, and none 
But there must be supervision 
of radio programs, so that ignorant and evil- 
minded agents of the radio companies will not 
insult the public. The companies have this 
matter in their own control. They can wreck 
their business or build it up, according to the 
manner in which they adjust themselves to 
public sentiment. The motion picture pro- 
ducers, after heavy losses, swept out the 
individuals who contended that what Ameri- 
cans demanded was obscenity.

YOUNG MEN AS LAWBREAKERS., 

to the records of the superin- 
tendent of the criminal law bureau of the 
Common Pleas Court of Cleveland, unmarried 
native-born youths between the ages of 18 and 
21 figured higher in the records of arrest 
during the past year than persons of any 
other age. While the tide of lawbreaking 
reaches apex at those ages, Mr. Boutall adds 
that the majority of murders are committed 
by married men at about the age of 24.

LET THE LAW BE MODERATED, 


Mrs. Mary Lee Bishop, of Detroit, has the 
great misfortune to find herself in jail. Tho 
law, of course, had to be enforced, and since 
she shot and killed another woman, there was 
little that the judge could do but sentence her 
to life imprisonment. The circumstances sur- 
rounding the case were so unusual, however, 
that one is inclined to wonder what may be in 
store for the rest of the world. 

Mrs. Bishop whipped out her gun and shot 
during a bridge game. The bullet found its 
mark against her partner, who had played the 
wrong card not once, but twice. What bridge

A SEVENTEENTH CENTURY DIARY. 

The announcement that the Council of the 
Medical Society of London has d@cided to sell 
its most precious literary possession, the un- 
published autograph manuscript of the diary 
of Rev. John Ward, vicar of Stratford-on-Avon, 
has set book collectors and lovers of the 
curious and the antique all agog. The manu- 
script will be put up for sale. at auction in 
April next. Rev. Mr. Ward lived from 1629 
to 1681 and his diary covers the period from 
1648 to 1679. It consists of sixteen thick 
little pocket books, every page of which is 
crowded with very numerous and very varied 
notes and comments on men, things 
events. Like many rural clergymen of his 
own and later times, Rev. Mr. Ward was a 
good deal of a physician, and his time was 
about equally taken up with the cure of bodies 
and the care of souls. The diary is not a 
medical book, but it contains much loose and 
some accurate information medical sub- 
jects, hence its ownership the medical 
society. 

It is, however, the notes on other topics that 
give this diary its peculiar interest. Nothing 
was too great, nothing too small, for the 
Stratford-on-Avon vicar to jot down and com- 
ment upon, He delights in detailing his 
gossip with all sorts and conditions of people 
and these entries are not only amusing some- 
times but- also highly valuable, because they 
give an insight into contemporary opinions 
and modes of thought. The diary covers a 
wide field. Not its least interesting feature 
is that it offers plain evidence of the extensive 
range of the author’s reading and of his 
tendency to copy out such passages as ap- 
pealed to him.

moral stability has been lost in youth, the 
tendency to run into a life of crime seems to 
be demonstrated. 

Anything that may contribute to normal liv- 
ing and normal relationships in youth ought to 
be invoked to offset the tendency toward early 
vice and crime. The State provides at great 
expense a public school system, the object of 
which is to train youth for the sober responsi- 
bilities of life and to equip it for seeking its 
awards. However, the surge of young men 
to the colleges is vastly disturbing to college 
executives, who question whether the acquire- 
ment of a college diploma as necessary for en)- 
ployment other than manual is an unmixed 
good. The unabsorbed element which does 
not obtain or does not want college training 
is left to figure out a livelihood against the 
odds presented by their presumably better 
equipped fellows, 

Lack of systematic early schooling is al- 
most certainly a factor in promoting crime. 
Hence, a community that deprives young 
people of elementary school facilities is fos- 
tering crime. Congress might well ponder 
this phase of the subject in dealing with the 
shortage of school facilities in Washington. 


TRAFFIC CONGESTION PLANS. 


Relief for traffic congestion continues to 
receive major attention, not only in the United 
States but throughout the world. In London, 
Paris, Berlin and all large cities, both here and 
abroad, traffic congestion has come to be a 
pressing problem. ' 

Various schemes for its alleviation are being 
experimented with. The most general remedy 
lies in the creation of express highways, over 
which vehicles can be led from congested areas 
at comparatively high rates of speed, usually 
controlled by automatic signal systems. Chi- 
cago and other cities have banned parking in 
certain areas and some relief apparently is to 
be had from this quarter. In New York, how- 
ever, where American traffic congestion reaches 
its peak, signal lights and parking bans have 
been outgrown,’ and traffic engineers have 
begun to look to other schemes for further 
relief, 


For several years a program looking toward

It therefore became the 
jury’s duty only to decide upon Hickman’s 
sanity, and today the trial justice will pro- 
nounce sentence. Judge Trabucco has said: 


“You can rest assured that this defendant will 


be given ali the law allows.” 

Hickman’s attorneys, however, have an- 
nounced that they will appeal immediately on 
“the legality of the entire proceedings and 
the constitutionality of the new California 
law,” under which the “not guilty by reason 
of insanity” plea was entered. In addition 
they will file a motion for a new trial. Fur- 
thermore, Hickman stands indictha for an- 
other killing, and this second trial also may 
require hig presence. ,

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RULES ARE DRAFTED 


Tentative Approval Given by 
Commissioners to Newly 
Revised Regulations. 


A new regulation more defi.itely 
stating which fireworks may and which 
may not be sold or discharged in the 
District was tentatively adopted yes- 
terday by the Commissioners and re- 
ferred to the Citizens Advisory Coun- 
cil, the Board of Trade, Chamber of 
Commerce and Merchants & Manufac- 
turers Association for comment before 
being finally promulgated. The regula- 
tion was drafted after consultation with 
representatives of fireworks manufac- 
turers, and an effort is being made to 
have it adopted in final form in time to 
advise the manufacturers what fire- 
works they may offer for sale locally. 

Washingtonians may buy and set off 
sparklers, torches, box fire, fountains, 
dip sticks, nonpoisonous snake, colored 
lights, toy pistols of the friction type 
and toy pistols of automatic type, if 
the new rule is adopted. It will forbid 
firecrackers of any kind, torpedoes, ro- 
man candles, skyrockets, devil chasers, 
son-of-a-guns, bombs or any other fire- 
works which contain powder or explo- 
sive material. 

Provision is made for issuance of per- 
mits for fireworks displays under super- 
vision by the fire marshal as under the 
present regulation. 


BLUE AND GRAY JOINT 
REUNION CONSIDERED 


Howard Asked by Committee 
to Ascertain if Meet- 
ing Is Desired. 


The resolution of Representative 
Howard (Democrat), Nebraska, sug- 
gesting a joint Blue and Gray reunion 
here this year, was considered at a hear- 
ing yesterday before a subcommittee of 
the House judiciary committee.

two Score Trapped in Mine. 


Toronto, Ont., Feb. 10 (A.P.).—Al- 
most two score men were trapped by 
tire in the Hollinger mine at Timmins 
today and as the rescue work went 
forward, their wives and children 
waited at the shaft end, weeping and 
praying. Four bodies were brought out, 
but several hours after the fire broke 
out in excavations 550 feet wunder- 
grourid rescue crews had not yet been 
able to reach the place where 31 more 
miners were believed to be imprisoned, 
their escape, if they were still alive, 
cut off by fumes from the fire. 

All work in Timmins was halted and 
the citizens turned out In force to offer 
assistance in the rescue work. C. G, 
Williams, general superintendent of the 
mine, took personal charge of the work, 
ieading resque parties on frequent de- 
scents into shaft No 11 in hope of 
eventually getting below the fourth, 
fifth «nd sixth levels, where the men 
were trapped and finding some outlet 
for them. 

These trips into the shaft were of 
necessity of short duration, as the 
smoke and gas was dense. 

Rescue operations. were abandoned 
this afternoon when efforts to reach 
the imprisoned men, with the limited 
equipment on hand failed. It was de- 
cided to await the arrival of the mine 
rescue car being sent from Pennsyl- 
vania and expected at noon tomorrow. 


Blast and Fire At Long Beach. 


Long Beach, Calif., Feb. 10 (A.P.).— 
An explosion in an oil refinery absorp- 
tion plant at Thirty-second and At- 
lantic streets, inside the city lMmits, 
rocked a considerable section of Long 
Beach early today and started a fire 
which resulted in serious injury to one 
man and the destruction of four oil 
derricks. 

The blast occurred in the plant of 
the Signal Gas Co. Sheets of flame 
shot hundreds of feet into the air. 

Ray Thompson, of Belleflower, near 
here, was on watch at the time. He 
was badly burned about the head and 
arms and was reported in serious con- 
dition at a hospital. 

Six derricks were ignited but two 
were saved. 

The loss was estimated by officials of 
several oil companies affected as 
$100,000.

Class 1 railroads in 1927 had a net 
railway operating income of $1,085,485.- 
000 which was a return of 4.40 per cent 
on their property investment according 
to reports filed with the Bureau of 
Railway Economics and made public 
yesterday. Their net railway operat- 
ing income in 1926 was $1,233,048,000 
or 5.13 per cent on their property in- 
vestment. This compilation as to 
earnings in 1927 is based on reports 
from 183 class 1 railroads representing 
a total mileage of 238,683 miles. 

Gross operating revenues of these 
railroads in 1927 amounted to %6,206.- 
986,000 compared with $6,465,342,000 in 
‘1926 or a decrease of 4 per cent. 
| Operating expenses for the year under 
review totaled $4,626,932,000 compared 
with $4,728,540,000 in 1926 or a de- 
crease of 2.1 per cent. 

The railroads included in the com- 
pilation paid $380,638,000 in taxes in 
1927, a decrease of $14,564,000 or 3.7 
per cent under the total tax bill of 
class 1 railroads in 1926. 

Fifteen class 1 railroads operated at 
@ loss in 1927, of which seven were in 
the Eastern, two in the Southern and 
six in the Western district. Owing to 
the fact that railway business and 
earnings fluetuate from year to year, 
only the showing of results over a 
period of years can indicate the real 
trend of railway returns. The rate of 
return on property investment for the 
5 years ended with 1927 has averaged 
4.64 per cent per year. 

For December the net railway oper- 
ating income of the class 1 railroads 
amounted to $55,476,000 which was at 
the annual rate of return of 2.68 per 
cent on their property investment. In 
December, 1926, their net was $80,175,- 
000 or 3.98 per cent on their property 
investment, 

Gross operating revenues for Decem- 
ber amounted to $467,559,000 compared 
with $527,740,000 in December, 1926, or 
a decrease of 11.4 per cent, while 
operating expenses in December totaled 
$377,612,000 compared with $408,833,000 
in the corresponding month in 1926, 
or a decrease of 7.6 per cent.

. 
St. Moritz. 

S (A.P.), — The 1928 Olympics get 

under way tomorrow—opening day 
of, the winter sports competition. Due 
ceremony will mark the inauguration 
of international athletic rivalry with a 
winter sports parade as the principal 
precompetitive feature. 

on the eve of actual competition, 
the Scandinavian countries ruled fa- 
vorites to capture a majority of the 
winter sports laurels. In some events, 
however, they were expected to meet 
with stiff competition from other coun- 
tries, particularly Canada and the 
United States. 

Canada was an overwhelming favorite 
to retain the laurels it won in 1924 
in hockey. The Dominion representa- 
tives, the Toronto Grads, are rated £0 
high that they have been given the 


unprecedented honor of being chosen 
arbitrarily for the finals. 


T. MORITZ, Switzerland, Feb. 10 


The remaining ten nations en- 
tered in the hockey competition 
have been divided into three 
groups, the winner of each to play 
Canada in a series of three matches 
February 17, 18 and 19. With the 
United States unrepresented, there 
appeared to be no nation capable 
of extending the Canadians in the 
finals. 

} The executive commission of the 
international Olympic committee cleared 
up one dispute surrounding the hockey 
event today when in effect it 
ruled out the French protest against 
the make-up of Great Britain’s team. 
The French had charged that two 
Canadians were members of the British 
aggregation. The committee, in its rul- 
ing, qualified Greai Britain for play in 
the preliminary rounds in which it is 
entered against France, Hungary and 
Belgium, until February 13. The com- 
misssion gave no indication of what 
its final decision would be should the 
Britons survive this play which will 
have been completed by February 13.

Six Army Planes to Escort the 
Transatlantic Fliers 
From Capital. 


FRENCHMEN GUESTS 
AT COOLIDGE LUNCHEON 


Congress Pauses to Pay Hom- 
age; Men Are Received 
on Senate Floor. 


Having received the greetings and 
Plaudits of the President and Congress, 
Lieut. Comdr. Joseph Lebrix and Lieut. 
Dieudonne Costes, French long-distance 
fliers, will leave this morning for New 
York in continuation of their world- 
conquering tour. 

The fliers were entertained at lunch- 
eon yesterday by President and Mrs. 
Coolidge at the White House. Ambas- 
sador Claudel, of France; Assistant Sec- 
retary of State William J. Carr, Gen. 
John J. Pershing and others were 
guests. 

The French sky wanderers will leave 
Bolling Field at 8 o’clock this morning. 
They will leave as they came under an 
escort of Army planes. Six planes will 
compose the escort, which will be in 
formation of two flights of three ob- 
servation and three pursuit planes. 
Yieut. Harry A. Dinger, in an observa- 
tion plane, will command the squads. 

The climax of the fliers’ visit came 
at 2:30 o'clock yesterday afternoon, 
when Congress paused in the discussion 
of important legislation to pay them 
homage of a reception and greeting. 
They were given a tumultuous ovation 
in both the House and Senate. 


Congress Honors Fliers. 


Accompanied by Ambassador Claudel, 
the French airmen visited first the 
House chamber. They were escorted to 
the diplomatic gallery by Majority 
Leader Tilson, Minority Leader Garrrett 
and Representative Temple, of Penn- 
sylvania, a member of the foreign af- 
fairs committee. 

As the visitors entered the gallery 
the members rose and applauded. 

“It is my great pleasure,” said Speak- 
er Nicholas Longworth, looking at the 
gallery, “to announce that in the diplo- 
matic gallery is his excellency the 
French Ambassador ” Applause in- 
terrupted him. 

“Accompanying him,” he continued, 
“are Lieut. Comdr. Lebrix and Lieut. 
Costes, who have just completed their 
epoch-making flight of more than 23,- 
000 miles from Paris to Washington. 

“Their presence here is another evi- 
dence of that friendship, strong and 
imperishable, which exists between 
these two great countries. 

“Mr. Ambassador and gentlemen: On 
behalf of the House of Representatives 
of the United States I bid you a warm 
and affectionate welcome.” 


Admitted to Senate Floor. 


The fliers arrived at the Senate cham- 
ber shortly before 3 o’clock and were 
admitted to the floor. Escorted by Sen- 
ator Curtis, of Kansas, the Republican 
leader, and Senator Robinson, of Ar- 
kansas. the Democratic leader, they 
went in, accompanied by Ambassador 
Claudel, and stood before the dais. Vice 
President Dawes left his chair to join 
them. Two Democrats—Harrison, of 
Mississippi, and Heflin, of Alabama— 
were the first to greet the Frenchmen. 

After the senators had greeted the 
aviators, the page boys crowded forward 
to claim the privilege. One of the pages 
succeeded in getting the autograph of 


one of the fliers. 


On their way to the White House the 
Frenchmen stopped at the Press Club 
for an informal visit. They were es- 
cortei to the main dining room by J. 
Fred Essary, president of the club; 
Henry Sweinhart and Robert Remy, 
and were introduced by Theodore 
Huntiey, chairman of the entertain- 
ment committee. 

After the visit to the Capitol, the 
fliers visited the Naval Air Station at 
Anacostia and Bolling Field. They in- 
spected their plane, the Nungesser- 
Coli, to see that it will be in shape 
for their take-off. 

Last night they were entertained at 
dinner at the home of Maj. Georges 
Thenault, French Air Attache, but re- 
turned early to the Carlton Hotel to 
prepare for their departure. They will 
be accompanied to Bolling Field this 
morning by Ambassador Claudel, Jules 
Henry, First Secretary of the Embassy, 
and Maj. Thenault. 


Harland Will List 


Drivers in Accidents 


Drivers of motor cars involved in ac- 
cidents are listed in the office of Di- 
rector of Traffic William H. Harland, 
under a new policy adopted yesterday.

Tax Appeals Board 
Called Into Court 


The Board of Tax Appeals was cited 
yesterday by Justice Stafford in Circuit 
Court to appear February 24 to show 
cause why a writ of mandamus should 
not issue to compel it to enter judg- 
ment by default against the Federal 
Government in an income tax contro- 
versy involving the Shults Bread Co., 
of New York, which contends that a de- 
ficiency assessment, involving more 
than $500,000, should be cancelled. 

Through Attorneys Sullivan, Garrity 
& Cooper, the bread company says that 
the Commissioner of Internal Revenue 
allowed the time allotted the Govern- 
ment to answer the appeal of the com- 
pany to expire, and that the extension 
of time granted for this purpose is 
illegal and beyond the power of the 
board.

ATHEFSTIC LITERATURE 
DIOGOVERED IN SCHOOL 


Propaganda Pamphlets Ridi- 
culing Patriarchs Found 
at Eastern High. 


OFFICIALS PLAN INQUIRY 


Efforts to propagandize the Washing- 
ton schools with atheistic literature 
were resumed yesterday by unknown 
agents when Eastern High School was 
entered and pamphlets purporting to 
have been prepared by the American 
Association for the Advancement of 
Atheism and the Junior Atheist League 
were distributed through the building. 

The literature was found scattered on 
the tops of lockers and on desks in the 
business offices when Principal Charles 
Hart arrived, shortly after 8 o'clock. 
Although notices were immediately dis- 
patched to each of the section rooms, 
no more of the literature was discov- 
ered. About twenty envelopes were 
found in all containing propaganda 
calculated to appeal to the juvenile 
mind, Mr. Hart sald. School officials 
had no means of telling how much of 
the literature got into the hands of 
children. 

“It was all terrible stuff,” Mr. Hart 
sald. “There were references to ‘patri- 
archs’ of the Old Testament, who were 
presented in no too favorable a light. 
There was a ‘take-off’ on the doxology 
and all inanner of material unfit for 
children to read.” 

Assistant Superintendent of Schools 
Stephen E. Kramer last night said an 
immediate investigation will be tnsti- 
tuted by school officials. He said he 
knew of nothing that could*be done, 
however, unless the agents were caught 
actually distributing the literature 
within school buildings, in which case 
a could be prosecuted for illegal en- 
ry. 

Alvin W. Miller, principal of Central 
High School, last night reported that 
envelopes of an identical nature were 
distributed to several students in front 
of Central High School about ten days 
ago. Some of the propaganda got into 
the hands of a member of the faculty, 
Who notified the office. When Mr. 
Miller investigated, the man who dis- 
seminated the propaganda had adis- 
appeared. Students declared he carried 
the envelopes in a small wooden box. 
Allan Davis, principal of Business High 
School, and Frank C. Daniel, principal 
of McKinley Technical High School, 
last night said they knew of ho efforts 
to reach their student bodies in this 
manner.

Telephone service between Washing- 
ton and Berlin was inaugurated yester- 
day, with Acting Secretary of State 
Robert E. Olds exchanging greetings 
with the Chancellor of Germany.

as to males and females. You will then 
prepare totals and forward same to 
these headquarters,”

Lindbergh Gets 69 and Ruth 
Elder Is Among Five Women 
Given Official Standing. 


With a total of 84 licensed airplane 
pilots, exclusive of military and naval 
fliers, the District of Columbia leads 
the country in the number of resident 
airmen, according to a directory made 
public yesterday of the 1,630 pilots 
licensed by the Department of Com- 
merce. 


It also claims in Miss Majorie C, 


one of the five women in the United 
States who have been granted licenses 
by the Department of Commerce. The 
others are: Ruth Elder, unsuccessful 
transatiantic flier; Mrs. Phoebe Fair- 
grave Omlie, of Memphis, Tenn.; Ruth 
R. Nichols, of Rye, N. Y., and Katherine 
Schuyler Van Vechten, of Colorado 
Springs, Colo. 

The first twelve licenses issued by 
the Department of Commerce were to 
Washington men, with Assistant Secre- 
tary of Commerce William P. Mace 
Cracken, jr., in charge of aeronautics, 
holding license No. 1, dated April 6, 
1927. Col. Charles A. Lindbergh holds 
license No. 69, issued on April 21, 1927, 
shortly before he made his epochal 
nonstop flight from New York to Paris, 


Dividied Into Districts. 


To expedite the inspection, examina« 
tion and licensing of aircraft and alr- 
men, the United States has been 
divided into sixteen inspection districts, 
each of which will be in charge of an 
inspector of the air regulations division, 
the Department of Commerce an- 
nounced yesterda®. 

C. A. Charles, with headquarters in 
Richmond, will be in charge of district 
No. 4, which includes the District of 
Columbia, Virginia, North Carolina and 
West Virginia, except for the counties 
of Hancock, Brooks, Ohio, Marshall, 
Wenzel, Tyler and Pleasants. 

Permanent headquarters will be ¢s- 
tablished in each district, which will 
facilitate the. work of licensing and in- 
spection, and also the investigation of 
accidents.
